“These defendants will never go to 


trial without thoroughly understand- 


ing what they are charged with,” 
anid he.

Attorney Alfred Hovey then attacked 
the indictments, denying there was a 
showing that the defendants had unlaw- 
fully conveyed explosives on passenger 
trains. He declared there was no vio- 
lation of ‘Federal statutes unless explo- 


sives were transported on common Car- 


riers concealed in unma 
and maintained the indictments did not 
so aver. 

Demurrers to indictments against 46 de- 
fendants in the Government’s prosecu- 
tion of the alleged dynamiting conspi- 
racy were filed before Judge A. B. An- 
derson by counsel for the indicted men, 
when they were arraigned in the Fed- 
eral Court today. Eight of the 54 de- 
fendants were not present, 

Elijah Zoline of Chicago, one of the 
attorneys for the defense, began the 
argument in gupport of a motion to 
quash the indictments, on the ground 
that many of them charged the identi- 
cal offense, in the conspiracy to trans- 
port explosives from state to state illeg- 
ally. 

The contention of the Government 
will be, it is believed, that all persons 
having knowledge of the illegal trans- 
portation of dynamite are guilty of 
conspiracy, even though they did not 
take part in devising the plot or direct- 
ing its execution. 

Courtroom Is Crowded. 

Never before in the history of the 
Federal Courts had so many men been 
indicted in a single proceeding, and be- 
cause of the wide interest in the case, 
the courtroom was crowded before Judge 
A. B. Anderson came to the bench. 

Numerous officials of labor unions and 
representatives of the National Erectors’ 
Association, which has been active in 
the investigation of the alleged conspir- 
acy, and other employers organizations, 
were among the spectators. 

One hundred explosions destroyed or 
damaged property of employers of non- 
union labor in cities from Massachusetts 
to California between 1905 and 1911, The 
most disastrous wrecked the Los An- 
geles Times Building, Oct, 1, 1910, and 
killed 31 men.

A glance over the returns Tuesday 
showed that Mayor Kreismann, whose 
salary is $5000 a year, has personal prop- 


erty worth $2250, including a $100 piano, 
a $750 automobile, jewelry valued at $150 
and $325 in cash. 

Comptroller Taussig, who gets the 
same salary, has $1050, some of the items 
being a sewing machine worth $5, a 
watch worth $25, cash to the amount of 
$660 and $250 worth of furniture. 

Brinkop’s Return Is #310, 

Assessor Brinkop, whose. salary is 
$4000, has personal wealth to the extent 
of $310. He says in his retugm he has 
$10 in cash, a watch worth $5, a piano 
worth $50, a $4 ring, $40 in the bank and 
a library worth $. He told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter his amount of cash 
on hand was small because, just before 
making his tax return, he paid all his 
bills. 

Circuit Attorney Jones makes a re- 
turn on property worth $650 and makes 
no return for cash. He lists a $50 
watch, a $25 stickpin and an automobile. 

City Collector Koeln, who gets $10,000 
a year, makes. a joint return with his 
wife, Annie, of $1600. License Collector 
Alt, with a salary of $4000, estimates his 
personal wealth at . Aiditor Hodges; 
who gets the same salary, makes return 
for $300 cash and bonds and notes worth 
$7000.

This statement was made to a Post- 
J.  &. 
Nance of 6152 Bartmer avenue, a detec- 
tive, and by Mrs. Annie Duvall, mother 
of the slain man, who employed him to 
investigate the mystery of her son’s 
death. He declined to tell the true name 
of the woman, but said that she would 
testify at the trial of those whose ap- 
prehension she caused. 

Curran B. Crews, the sixth and last 
suspect in the case, was arrested near 
the scene of the murder Tuesday after- 
noon by Constable Bode, who made four 
of the other arrests, after weeks spent 
in tracing clews. Crews formerly was 
a resident of the Hell’s Half-Acre dis- 
trict, but has been away for some time. 


Affidavit Read to Suspects. 
All the suspects were taken before 


Justice Willicken at 4 p. m. to hear a 
reading of the affidavit from which the 
warrants were issued. They then were 
sent back to jail to await the prelimi- 
nary hearing Friday. 

' Neanee first turned his attention to the 
Unger family because Duvall, two weeks 
before his death, had entered their home 
and, for some motive which has not 
been made known, shot Mrs. Unger’s 
husband, Charles Unger, 
Unger has a close friend, Fugene Marks, 
who, according to witnesses, was with 
Duvall on the night of his death. Marks’ 
brother-in-law, William Donovan, ap- 
peared on the scene a few moments after 
Duvall fell, another witness asserted. 

The detectives decided it was necessar”’ 
to introduce an investigator into the 
homes of the persons suspected, and be- 
lieved a woman would serve the pur- 
pose best. So, on Dee. 18, “Miss Pris- 
celle”’ presented herself at Donovan's 
home, asserting she was employed in a 
shoe factory and that she was looking 
for a room. Donovan and his wife had 
no quarters available, but directed®* the 
girl to the home of Donovan's sister, in 
the 4400 block on Easton avenue. There 
she remained until Jan. 6, when Dono- 
van, according to Nance, got her a room 
in Mrs. Unger’s home. 

There she remained until 
Nance said, and became Mrs. 
confidante, 

Attends Family Conferences. 

“She attended all the family con- 
ferences,” Nance related, “and was 
received as a member of the family. 
She knew who gathered to discuss 
the Duvall murder and what they said. 
She obtained information so valuable 
that we now have evidence to point 
to the one who actually assassinated 
Duvall and to others who helped plan 
the murder and were accomplices 
in it.” 

On Jan. 21, Nance continued, rela- 
tives went to visit Mrs. Unger and 
the woman detective was obliged to 
give up her room. However, Mrs. 
Unger found her another one in a 
house across the street, at the home 
of a Mrs. Duwigins, 6288 Bartmer 
avenue. From this vantage “Miss 
Priscelle” continued to watch the 
iinger home and to maintain her 
friendliness with Mrs. Unger until 
Monday night, when she gave the au- 
thorities the signal to arrest her for- 
mer landlady. After the arrest, the 
girl investigator vanished. 

Those under arrest in connection with 
the murder are Mrs. Unger, Michael Hill, 
Donovan, Marks and William Crawford. 
They are held incommunicado in the 
jail at Clayton. 

Since her son's death, Mrs. Duvall has 
been afraid, she says, to remain after 
dark at her home, 6401 Spencer place, St. 
Louis County, and has spent the nights 
with her daughter, Mrs. Michael Me- 
Namara of 6298 Bartmer place. She has 
expended her savings of many years, 
earned by conducting a notion store, in 
hiring detectives to avenge her son’s 
death. She has also retained former 
Lieutenant-Governor Charles P. John- 
son to assist Prosecuting Attorney Mills. 

Mrs. Unger has retained former Judge 
Hiram Moore as her attorney. The 
other five suspects will be represented 
by State Senator Gardner.

Nephews, Nieces and Cousins Ga- 
lore Write Hundreds of Let- 
ters for Estate. 


Although Jeremiah Moynihan lived 


nearly all of the 80 years of his life in 


St. Louis as a single man, since his 


death, about a year ago, his estate of 
$56,735 has brought to light claimants 


in the form of many widows, who grieve 
his loss, about 20 who call themselves 
his children, 40 brothers and sisters, 
more than double that number of neph- 
ews and nieces, besides cousins, uncles 
and aunts galore—hundreds in all. 

In fact, the large number of letters 
Public Administrator Troll has received 
would make Moynihan, the recluse, a 
rival to the old woman who lived in a 
shoe. 

These letters come from all parts of 
the earth, showing that the Moynihans 
are many and great travelers, too. 

A score of lawyers, representing the 
different claimants for the estate of 
the teamster recluse who died Jan 8, 
1910, at the Deaconess Hospital, clam- 
ored for recognition Tuesday in the Pro- 
bate Court, following the filing of a 
final report on the estate by Adminis- 
trator Troll. 

The report shows a balance of $56,735.- 
64 invested in good securities. Troll’s 
commissions amounted to $3460.10, and 
the attorneys representing him got $2500 
besides $1250 they received at the first 
annual settlement. 

Two sets of heirs filed claims.after the 
report had been entered. Judge Holt- 
camp ordered all claimants to appear 
in court June 4 to establish their claims. 

Moynihan resided for many years at 
a rooming house at 2100- North Broad- 
way. 

Immediately after his death claim- 
ants for his estate made their appear- 
ance. 

1000 Letters Received. : 

He left no will, and Administrator 
Troll, who took charge of the estate, 
has been burdened with letters from 
persons who say they were kin of the 
teamster and claim an interest in his es- 
tate. One claimant, who signs herself 
as Margaret Moynihan, Portland, Me., 
declares she is Moynihan’s widow. 

In her letter to the Administrator she 
says: “I am his wife, Margafret. We 
lived apart for years for reasons not to 
be made public and I did not hear from 
him for a long time. I received only 
one letter from him since he went*West. 
Ever since he left I have been earning 
my own living, and I do ask you kindly, 
dear sir, to forward to me all that be- 
longs to my late husband. You surely 
will do me a favor.” 

There are also many letters from per- 
sons who say they believe they are 
children of Moynihan. 

“Judging from these letters,” Troll 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday, 
“the man must have had other wives. 
However, I understand from reliable in- 
formation he never married.” 

20 Call Him Father, 

Mrs. S. E. Kennard, 37 Dortland street, 
San Francisco, one of those claiming 
the estate as a child, says in a letter 
she believes Moynihan is her father, 
who deserted her and six other children 
30 years ago. There are other similar 
letters. Ités estimated there are about 
2 persons who claim he is their fa- 
ther. 

Moynihan also had about # brothers 
and sisters, numerous nieces and neph- 
ews and cousins without number, if 
the statements of claimants are true. 
Various ones give the place of his birth 
as Ireland. Russia, Kentucky, Ohio, 
California, Oregon, Maine and 
Georgia. Two writers declare Moynihan 
was a Russian Jew and that he changed 
his name. They say they were his cou- 
sins. 

Some Retain Counsel, 

All these letters will be called to the 
attention of court. Many of the claim- 
ants have retained counsel to represent 
them. A group of relatives living in 
Ireland are said to have the best evi- 
dence of relationship. They are repre- 
sented by Attorney W. D. Isenberg. 
Moynihan is said to have sent checks 
to these persons every Christmas for 
years through his local broker, James G. 
Cahill. 

The fight for the estate will probably 
come up in April before Judge Holt- 
camp.

Mrs. Frank J. Gould returned to St. 
Loufs Tuesday and took it all back. 
She doesn't think St. Louis is a “hor- 
rible place’’ any more. 

On her first visit to the city about 19 
days ago, the Missouri Pacific mag- 
nate’s charming wife, formerly Miss’ 
Edith Kelly, an actress, saw only the 
uncouth portion of Market street in the 
neighborhood of Union Station in a mid- 
night stroll with her husband. She 
didn’t like it, and said so in an inter- 
view with the Post-Dispatch. 

Réturning from Hot Springs with her 
husband in their private car she again 
stopped at St. Louis Monday night. This 
time they went beyond Market street, 
and traversed the downtown district. 

‘St. Louis is a most beautiful city.” 

This was her revised verdict as giver 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, through her 
husband, Tuesday. Gould was in most 
communicative mood when he _  saur- 
tered into the Union Station Midway 
after breakfast. 

“Last night we went to the theater 
with President Bush of the Missouri 
Pacific and dined at Faust’s after the 
show,” he said. ‘I can assure you that 
Mrs. Gould has changed her mind about 
St. Louis.

Was Induced by “Ads.” 

Mrs. Tyler testified further that she 
had been induced by advertisements in 
the Woman’s National Daily to invest 
in the 7-per-cent, 10-month notes.

The 
properties will then, according to his 
plan, be administered by Lewis and a 
body known as the Regents’ Committee. 

Another plan has been’ tentatively 
considered by the Reorganization Com- 
mittee, representing the claims of East- 
ern publishers, and consisting of Jesse 
A. McDonald, R. F. Walker and George 
R. Lockwood. John H. Williams, sent 
here by the publishers, has been act- 
ing in behalf of the committee, and 
has gathered facts to enable the com- 
mittee to determine whether to at- 
tempt to rehabilitate the property as 
a whole. 


Has Made Report. 
Williams has made a report to the 


committee, to the effect that the re- 
organization of the properties should 
not be attempted, but that the creditors 
should await the sale of the properties 
by the receiver. , 

But Williams told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday that he would remain 
here in behalf of the publishers until 
after the receiver's sale. He will try, he 
said, to help in any way possible to 
make the sale profitable to the credit- 
ors. In case the property does not seem 
likely to bring a fair price from out- 
side buyers, he intimated, the Reorgan- 
ization Committee might stil) figure in 
the bidding. 

Williams’ report declares that the 
creditors of the Lewis Publishing Co., 
except -those holding first mortgage 
notes on its buildings and grounds, will 
get virtually nothing. 

Not Much for Creditors. 

The report said that the creditors of 
the University Heights Realty and De- 
velopment Co., and the Development and 
Investment Co., two other Lewis corpo- 
rations, would fare about the same as 
the creditors of the publishing company. 
Only the holders of notes or other ob- 
ligations of the companies secured by 
mortgages on real estate would get any- 
thing substantial, the report said. 

‘The E. G. Lewis estate was practical- 
ly in the same situation, Williams de- 
clared. The People’s Savings Trust Co. 
will be able to pay its regular creditors 
in full, according to the report. The 
stockholders will get about par for 
their holdings, but the surplus was 
lost.

Overrules Motion to Take Case

story of how he saw George A. Kimmel 
killed in the wilds of Oregon in August, 
1898, and how he killed Al Johnson, the 
alleged murderer of Kimmel, when the 
second suit to collect $20,000 on Kimmel’s 
life, from the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co. is called for trial, May 6, be- 
fore Judge Grimm in the St. Louis Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Mrs. Edna K. Bonslett of Chicago, sis- 
ter of Kimmel, and plaintiff in the Cir- 
cuit Court suit, which has not been tried 
before, will base her claim on the sev- 
en-year presumption of death, which 
was not admissable in the suit recently 
tried in the United States District Court, 
resulting in a hung jury. 

The plaintiff will set up the claim 
that Kimmel is legally dead because 
he was not seen nor heard from by 
family and friends for seven years after 
his disappearance from Arkansas City, 
Kan., in July, 1898, and therefore Swin- 
ney’s recital of the death of Kimmel on 
the shores of Coos Bay will not be in- 
troduced. 

Swinney said that Kimmel was Filled, 
after the finding of $4000 buried gold, 
by a man named Johnson, who was 
called “Al’’ or ‘“‘Albert.’”’ Swinney said 
he knew nothing about J on’s pre- 
vious occupation. 

Edward O'Bryan of Chicago of 
counsel for the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co., who was in St. Lotiis Monday, 
said that the man Swinney swore he 
killed was A. J. Johnson, a jockey and 
former owner of a racing string, who 
still is alive. O'Bryan said that John- 
son was well known in St. Louis in 1896 
at... 1847, and left here in June, 1898. 
Swinney’s alleged acquaintance with 
Johnson began in July, 1898. O’Bryan 
vaid that the insurance company knew 
all the time that Johnson was alive but 
could not find him before the recent 
trial. 


Johnson Found Since Tuesday. 
The lawyer said that Johnson had been 


found since last Tuesday and would be 
produced at the next trial of the fa- 
mous insurance and identity suit. He 
said that Johnson was the owner of a 
horse called Jordan Bird and still was 
following the racing business. He would 
not tell his present whereabouts. 
O’Bryan went back to Chicago Monday 
night. 

Mike Murphy, Al Spink and other old- 
timers connected with racing in St. 
Louis, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that they vaguely remembered a jockey 
known as Al Johnson, who was here in 
1896 or 1897, but they knew nothing of 
his whereabouts since that time. They 
did not recall Jordan Bird. 

“That Johnson story of Mr. O Bryan’s 
does not worry me at all,” said Fred 
H. Bacon, counsel for Mrs. Bonslett. 
“He is talking about Johnson, a racing 
man. Swinney’s man Johnson was not 
a racing man at all. He formerly 
worked for R. M. Snyder, in Kansas 
City, aceording to young Snyder's story 
to me. I Know the Johnson St. Louis 
racing men remember could not be the 
Johnson Swinney told about, because I 
have many letters from our man John- 
son's sisters in Mead, Kan., in which 
they say they have not heard from their 
brother since July, 1898. 

“This jockey Johnson had nothing to 
hide from and if he were the Johnson 
talked about by Swinney he would have 
been heard from before this.”’ 

Question ax to 7-Year Plea. 

Bacon said the plaintiff would simply 
show the facts of Kimmel’s disappear- 
ance as brought out in the Federal court 
trial, and invoke the legal presumption 
that a man is dead when he drops from 
sight for seven years. 

©’ Bryan told a reporter that the plain- 
tiff could not set up the seven-year plea 
because then the two-year statute of 
limitations, existent in Missouri, would 


bar the suit. 
Bacon said that to offset this, he 


would invoke the Kansas statute, pro- 
viding that an insurance company may 
not fix any arbitrary time for filing 
suits less than the time allowed by 
Kansas, which is five years. Kimmel’s 
policies were taken out in Kensas. The 
Circuit Court case here was filed in 
November, 1909. Bacon said that under 
the Kansas law that he would cite, he 
had 12 years, or until July, 1910, to file 
the action. 

At the close of the last trial O’Bryan 
said that he would produce the Kimmel 
claimant arain whenever the. circuit 
court or Federal court sults were tried.

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Norwegian Explorers Find Ant- 
arctic Weather Like That of 
Home Capital. 





Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
LONDON, March 12.—The four stal- 
wart Norwegians who shared with Capt. 
Amundsen the honor of reaching the 
South Pole were all specialists, each in 
his line of usefulness, according to the 
latest cables to the Chronicle from Tas- 
mania, The captain of the dog teams, 
Helmar Hansen, is undoubtedly the best 
man to get the most out of them, and 
Amundsen chose him from among the 
many dog drivers he has known. 

-Olaf Bjaaland has a Eureopean reputa- 
tion as an expert in ski running. The 
two men completing the party were Os- 
car Wisting and Sverre Hassel. 

One of the astonishing statements 
made by the party is that they felt the 
cold so little that they laid aside their 
furs and wore such clothes as they 
would have worn at home, except at 
night. Even at the Pole they found the 
weather less severe than sometimes it is 
felt in the Norwegian capital. 


Aicoho] Eliminated on March. 
Only by reducing food supplies to the 
minimum in bulk and portability could 
success be expected. Alcohol in any 
form was eliminated when on the march. 
In winter quarters a small allowance of 
rum Was given out once a week. 

On the final dash, dog meat was the 
principal food, washed down with a so- 
lution of powdered milk, while pemmi- 
can biscuits and chocolate completed 
the menu. 
Greatly as the men regretted the ne- 
cessity, the killing of their dogs for food 
was proved to be an excellent and 
économical plan for feeding the party. 
The flesh was palatable, and Antarctic 
hunger had superior claims to seuti- 
ment. 
Another great point in favor of using 
dogs rather than ponies, as did Capt. 
Scott, was the fact that their light 
Weight enabled them to cross frail snow 
bridges that would have broken under 
the weight of heavie* animals. Even 
when a dog did break through the ice, 
the rest of the team was able to hold 
it up by means of the harness. Ouly 
two dogs were lost in ice breaches. 
Accidents requiring surgical attention 
appear to have been few, but Amundsen 
was tempting Providence by taking 
nothing in the nature of medical appli- 
ances except bandages. 

Pictures of Pole Developed. 
The photographs taken by Capt. 
Amundsen of the Pole and of the great 
ice barrier are being developed in Ho- 
bart by the Government photographer 
there. 
When the next explorers get to the 
Bay of Whales, where the Amundsen 
party had winter quarters, they will 
find everything prepared for their com- 
fort, for the explorers left stoves and 
lamps in readiness to be used, with a 
supply of oil, provisions and other ne- 
cessities. This was also done at vther 
depots. 
The eftorts of the expedition to locate 
the Pole with the greatest exactitude 
is insisted by all the members. Abso- 
lute accuracy could scarcely be ex- 
pected, but the variation is probably 
slight. 
To the charge made by Sir Ernest 
Shackleton that Capt. Amundsen should 
not have named the plateau at the Pole 
after King Haakon, it is explained that 
this plateau is by no means identical 
with that named by Shackleton after 
King Edward VII, although the plateau 
is probably part of the same polar Al- 
pine range. ee 
Amundsen founa the Pole itself at a 
lower level than the plateau reached by 
Shackleton. When Amundsen reached

Bills Aim to Prevent Inventors’. 
Monopoly Approved in U. S. 
Supreme Tribunal Ruling. 





REHEARING IS CONSIDERED 





Fact That Court Stood 4 to 3 on 
Decision Gives Opening to 
the Losing Side. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Bills. to 
curb the monopolizing power of paten- 
tees over unpatented articles used in 
operating patented machines began to 
show life today in Congress. This was 
in response to the appeal of Chief Just- 
ice White of the Supreme Court for 
Congress to change the law which the 
court found yesterday gave patentees 
practically unrestricted privileges re- 
garding the manner in which their pat- 
ents may be used. 

E. B. Moore, Commissioner of Pat- 
ents, has prepared a bill to amend the 
law se that patentees may not impose 
onerous conditions upen purchasers of 
their patented articles, Senator Gore 
may reintroduce a bill he presented to 
Congress last year regulating ‘“‘licens2 
restrictions” in the sale of patents, and 
Representative Littleton of New York, 
Democrat, after conferring with the 
Commissioner of Patents, announced he 
would introduce a bill to meet the deci- 
sion. 

Recent Inquiry on Patents, 

The Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce has- recently '§ investigated 
patent monopolies along with monopo- 
lics not sanctioned by law. 

It has been understood that the com- 
mittee would deal with the patent ques- 
tion in any recOmmendations it might 
make in regard to changing anti-trust 
laws. Senator Brown, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Patents, and mem- 
bers of, the House Committee on Pat- 
ents, have expressed themselves since 
the court’s decision as willing to act 
promptly. 

In addition to this Attorney-General 
Wickersham indicated today that there 
was a strong. liketthood of a rehearing 
being asked of the Supreme Court in 
the case’ Which was decided yesterday 
‘by a divided bench, 4 to 3. He said he 
had taken the matter up by letter with 
the parties at issue, asking if a rehear- 
ing was desired. The Government not 
being a party to the suit, can act only 
through the defeated parties. The re- 
hearing would be asked on the ground 
that a full bench had not passed on the 
case. 

Any amendment of the patent laws 
agreed on will contain in some form a 
blow at the comparatively recent plan 
of puttirs a license restriction on the 
use of patented articles sold by the pat- 
entees. It will be designed to correct the 
evil which Chief Justice White spoke of 
when he said: 

“It is a matter of common knowledge 
that these restrictions have been fre- 
quently resortéd to for the purpose of 
bringing numerous articles of common 
use within the monopoly of a patent, 
where otherwise they would not have 
been embréced therein, thereby tending 
to subject. the whole of society to an 
undisputed monopolistic control.’’ 
Carry Out Chief Justice's Idea. 
The proposed amendments would en- 
deavor to bring within the law “the 
vast area’’ spoken of*by the Chief Jus- 
tice between the restrictions placed on 
rights by the patent law and the “laws 
of the land.” 

There are now pending before the Ju- 
diciary Committee several bills intend- 
ed to reach the same results and in- 


ing to Representative Norris of Ne- 
braska, a member, they were § side- 
tracked in that committee because of 
the question of jurisdiction. 

Opponents Of the measures seized on 
the situation, he charged, to prevent 
consideration. there and at the same 
time blocked reference of the mesures 
to the Patents Committee. Now that 
the issue was defined, Norris expressed, 
the view that some legislation overcom- 
ing ‘‘legalized monopoly” would be forth- 
coming before Congress adjourned. 

President Taft when a Circuit Judge, 
it was learned today, concurred in an 
opinion substantially the same as the 
Supreme Court’s, and also handed down 
by Judge Lurton, then a Judge of the 
Sixth Circuit, Judges Taft and Ham- 
mond concurring. The opinfon involved 
the right of a patentee of a machine 
for fastening buttons on shoes with me- 
tallic fasteners to sell’ such machines 
subject to a condition that they should 
be used only with fasteners manufac- 
tured by the sellers, 

Purchaser a Mere Lessee. 

A purchaser of the machine, accord- 
ing to the opinion, would be in effect 
a mere lessee, and the use of it »v 
him contrary to the condition would not 
only be a breach of contract, but a vio- 
lation of the patent monopoly. 

Judge Lurton also declared that an- 
other party manufacturing and selling 
staples for~ such..machines would be 
guilty of contribttory infringement of 
patent and subject to injunction. 

Officials, of; the Department of Justice 
today expressed a’ belief that the dect- 
sion would have no important bearing 
on cases now in the courts, except that 
against the Keystone Watch Case Co., 
although it was admitted that the 
strengthened position of the patentee 
undoubtedly would be introduced by the 
defendants in the suits against the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., the Na- 
tional Cash Register Co. and the al- 
leged coaster brake combination.

Strike Will Be Settled. 


GERMAN RIOTERS INJURED 


Forty Policemen Use Sabers 
When 2000 Strikers Charge 
—Many Hurt. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, March 12.-—The disputants 


in the British coal war met again to- 
day in a round-table conference, and the 
meeting established the fact that the 
long-standing deadlock had been broken. 


The conference took place at the For- 
eign Office under the presidency of Pre- 
mier Asquith. 

The miners and owners sat in confer- 
ence three and a half hours without 
reaching a basis for a settlement. The 
meeting adjourned until 11 a. m. to- 
morrow. Sir Edward Grey, Sidney Bux- 
ton and Sir George Askwith partici- 
pated. 

The coal owners of the Federated Dis- 

trict, ‘which comprises the purely En- 
glish colleries, who already had signified 
the. concession in principle of a fixed 
minimum wage for miners, found no dif- 
ficulty in accepting the Premier’s invi- 
tation. They had, however, to wrestle 
strenuously with the Welsh coal masters 
to induce them to modify their opposi- 
tion to a conference with the men from 
which the miners had expressly barred 
the discussion of the principle of a mini- 
mum wage. 
_ There are still many difficulties in the 
way. of an immediate settlement of the 
dispute, but the fact that the owners 
and men have come again together, and 
that negotiations are. proceeding, has 
brought hope. 


Operators Stand Pat in Rejecting 
~~ Anthracite Miners’ Demands. 
» NEW YORK, March 12.—The Commit- 
tee of Ten appointed last week by the 
anthracite coal operators to deal with 
the United Mine Workers of America 
has decided to stand pat on their 
decision not to grant a single one of 
the nine demands recently presented by 
John P. White, the miners’ president. It 
also has been decided not to frame or to 
offer a-counter agreement. This means 
that when the miners’ representatives 
meet the operators this afternoon for 
their answer they can either call a strike 
for April 1 or submit a new set of de- 
mands. 

If these are less drastic they will be 
considered and the way will be left 
open for extended debates If the 
miners’ officers adhere to their present 
position there will be nothing left for 
them to do but call out the anthracite 
workers and possibly the bituminous 
miners. Such a move would affect about 


. $00,000 miners, of which 170,000 are in the 


anthracite fields. 


“The supply of anthracite is limited 


‘and the miners are well aware of the 


fact. To offset this, the anthracite 
miners have little cash in their treasury 
and will be forced to call on their bi- 
tumjnous brothers.

Mrs. Barrett said no word had been 
received from the runaway girl, but she 
Said the girl, of course, would be wel- 
comed at home. Quigley, she said, 
would be prosecuted. 
* Captured Through His Lodge. 
The discovery of Quigley and the girl 
in Detroit was due to his payment of 
dues in the Loyal Order of Moose. Mrs. 
Quigley had asked the lodge to help her 
find her husband. When he appeared 
at the Detroit lodge to pay his dues, the 
st. Louis authorities were told and the 
arrest followed. 
The couple were preparing to depart 
for Windsor, Ontario. When Quigley 
was arrested a letter from his wife was 
found in his pocket, in which she begged 
him to return to her. In the room was 
found a copy of Quigley’s reply to his 
wife. “Hazel and I are happy together 
and will never return to St. Louis,’’ he 
wrote. ‘“‘You may have half of my 
money to support the boys, but I shall 
never come back.”’ 

Quigleys Lived Above Barretts, 
The Quigleys lived at 1447A Blair ave- 
nue, in the flat above thht occupied by 
the Barrett family. Mr. and Mrs. Bar- 
rett had no suspicion of an attachment 
between Quigley and their daughter.

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BRYAN DECLARES 
THE RECALL WILL 
IMPROVE COURTS 


Calls It Evolution, Not Revolu- 
tion, in Speech to Ohio Con- 


stitution Makers. 
By Associated Press, 

COLUMBUS, O., March 12.—William J. 
Bryan today gave the Ohio Constitu- 
tional Convention his views on the mak- 
ing of the constitution. He spoke in 
favor of the initiative and the referen- 
dum and the recall, saying the recall 
is an evolution rather than a revolution. 
Bryan said: 

“The only difference between the re- 
eall, as now proposed, and impeach- 
ment, as it has been employed, is that 
in impeachments the trial is before a 
body of officials, while the recall places 
the decision in the hands of the people.” 

Bryan said there was no darker page 
in our industrial life than that which 
recorded indifference to the welfare of 
children—‘‘the coining of dividends. out 
of childhood, the darkening of the pros- 
pects of the rising generation and the 
impoverishment of posterity.” 

Champions Initiative. 

In championing the initiative and ref- 
erendum, Bryan said: 

“Experience has shown that the de- 
fects of our government are not in the 
people themselves, but in those who, 
acting as representatives of the peo- 
ple, embezzle power and turn to their 
own advantage the authority given them 
for the advancement of the public wel- 
fare. 

“The initiative and referendum do not 
decrease the importance of legislative 
bodies, nor do they withdraw authority 
from those who are elected to represent 
the people; on the contrary, when the 
people have the initiative and referen- 
dum with which to protect themselves, 
they can safely confer a larger author- 
ity upon their representatives.” 

Concerning courts and recall of 
judges, Bryan said: 

“The judge, like every other ofifcer, 
is the servant of the people: and there 
is no reason why he should be made 
independent of a permanent public opin- 
ion on questions fundamental in char- 
acter. The people are much more apt to 
deal justly with judges than they-are to 
receive justice at the hands of judges 
who distrust the good intent of the 
masses. 


| 


Longer Terms Safe. 
“The judge who would be swerved by 


fear of a recall would not be fit for the 
place anyhow. If there is any position 





in which we need rigid, uncompromising 
uprightness, it is upon the bench, and 
the recall instead of menacing the in- 
dependence of the judiciary is more 
likely to improve the character of those 
who occupy judicial positions. 

“With the recall, official terms may 
with safety be made longer. And speak- 
ing of the length of terms, the tendency 
is toward making an executive ineli- 
gible to re-election. No one can devote 
his best energies ‘to the public “if his 
vision is clouded by political aspirations 
or his judgment perverted by personal 
considerations.”’ 

Referring to taxation, he said: 

“The income tax is likely to be em- 
ployed by the Federal Government, but 
that is no reason why it should not be 
employed in the state. It is not double 
taxation to include a tax upon income 
by both state and federal governments.”

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“UABOHEME” BY 
FRENGH COMPANY 
AGREAT DELIGH 


Puccini’s Best-Loved Opera Re. 
ceives Beautiful and Ravish- 
ingly Tuneful Staging.

ae A BOHEME” was very beauti- 

fully presented by the French 

Opera Company of New Or- 
leans at the Shubert on Monday even- 
ing. It is reasonably certain that all 
who heard it will remember for many 
a day the charm of a performance that 
seemed to be without a flaw in its com- | 
plete worthiness. | 

The spirit of Joyous youth, prodigal 
in the love and song of irresponsible 
Bohemia, animated the stage picturing 
of this most appealing of all Puccini’s 
works. It was a singularly vital in- 
stance of mimic life becoming real. 
The care-free people of the story were 
made to live before one’s eyes. Sur- 
rendering to the spell of their ardent 
magnetism, the Shubert audience itself 
seemed to dwell for a time in the same 
atmosphere. This rendered all the more 
poignant the tremulous little tragedy 
of the story’s close. 

One reason for this exceeding life- 
likeness of *'’La Boheme’s’’ portrayal 
lay in the fact that an ideal Rodolphe 
and Mimi were encountered in the 
figures of M. Conrad and Mme. Lava- 
renne, the leaders of Monday night’s 
excellent cast. They seemed to emerge 
upon the Shubert’s stage direct from the 
actual world of their nativity and then 
to live their piteous romance in verita- 
ble flesh and blood across the foot- 
lights. I do not remember ever to have 
seen a more vivid and truthful incarna- 
tion of imagined beings than was here 
accomplished. 

Both were instinct with gladness and 
youth and, happily, both realized in 
their aspect one’s conception of the 
characters of their portrayal. M. Con- 
rad is a handsome and manly young 
chap. Mme. Lavarenne is a very beau- 
tiful and exquisitely feminine young 
woman. Temperamentally they were in 
the truest accord with their roles. There 
was no moment when the Rodolphe of 
Conrad’s drawing or the Mimi of Lava- 
renne’s needed the slightest additional 
touch of shrewd portraiture to confirm 
them in their absolute fidelity. 

In the song scores of their parts they 
were an unfailing delight. Each voice 
seemed exquisitely attuned to meet the 
especial emotional demand placed upon 
it—the tenor of M. Conrad, a movingly 
tender organ, capable of voicing every 
shade of feeling called into being by 
the touching little story; the soprano of 
Mme, Lavarenne, clear, pure and youth- 
ful, yet with a deepening note on occa- 
sion, and always of that sincere quality 
which goes straight from the singer’s 
throat to the listener’s heart. 

In the lovely duet of the first act, the 
culmination of the first meeting of 
Rodolphe and Mimi, and in that later 
unison of the two voices in the third 
act, the lovers now coming under the 
initial shadow of the final tragedy, M. 
Conrad and Mme. Lavarenne scored tri- 
umphs great and well deserved beyond 
the average. 

They were admirably supported. The 
Schaunard of M. Beckmans, the Marcel 
of -M. Montana, the Colline of M. 
Combes, the Musette of Mme. Cortez, 
these being the more prominent mem- 
bers of the cast, were of such unfailing 
worthiness as to share generously and 


Of similar value, too, in a degree vary- 
ing only with the opportunity offered, 
were the Saint-Phar of M. Joubert, the 
Benoit of M. Zery and the Parpignol of 
M. Eternod, very vital figures indeed 
and fitting finely into an evening of 
achievement far out of the ordinary. 
The conductorship of M. Paul Kochs 
was characterized by a satisfying mas- 
tery of his task which brought the best 
results from the orchestra, itself neces- 
sarily a star feature in this Puccinni 
opera. The chorus was effectively 
trained and acquitted itself with high 
credit. The scenic production proved un- 
commonly picturesque and faithful.

Improper Treatment for Pneumonia. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have just read of the awful death rate (54 this 
past week) from pneumonia, and I want to say from 
my personal knowledge that I can safely assert a 
percentage of the deaths from this cause is the 
fault of the attending physician in not property di- 
agnosing the case, and, if he does properly diag- 
nose it, in not leaving specific and stringent enough 
rules with the members of the family who are 
waiting upon the patient. 

We had a very sad experience this winter—called 
in a physician (?) for a member of our family who 
was apparently suffering with an ordinary cold, 
and which the doctor pronounced la grippe. After 
this mountebank called daily for almost a week, and 
when we noticed how weak our patient was grow- 
ing, we were gravely informed it was a case of 
double pneumonia. In a few hours she became un- 
conscious, when we, becoming alarmed, called in a 
trained nurse—but it was too late, for after about 
twenty hours unconsciousness she died. 

The simplest and first order, which we have since 

learned, that of throwing open. the windows of the 
bedroom for fresh air supply, was not even issued. 
No cold applications to the head, no camphorated oil 
applications, as are usual with pneumonia patients, 
were used. Nothing was done except a new pre- 
scription each time, which contained nobody knows 
what. 
, I only wish that I might be permitted to place 
the namie of. this quack in large type, so that others 
who do ‘know Him as we do might take warning 
and not be left as-we are, with broken hearts, which 
never can be healed. _I think it the duty of every- 
one to report these so-called physicians to our State 
Board of Health, that their licenses may be rescinded, 
and this I intend to do, so that the public may be 
protected from these ‘‘wolves in sheeps’ clothing,” 
who are only in the profession for all the money 
they can accumulate,'and not for the benefit of hu- 
manity.
